Stewart, sat in deep atténtion. He had 
made an able presentation of his case

MR. STEWART—In what wise?

MR. STEWART: The law does not 
mention the Koran. We are not liv- 
ing in a heathen country. 

MR. MALONE: Will you answer 
my question, does not it prefer the 
bible to the Koran? ; 

MR. STEWART: We are not living 
in a heathen country, so how could 
it prefer the bible to the Koran. You 
forced me then in afvance of the 
matter. I am arguing now, to get 
down to the absolute basis of the 
proposition that it is the exercise of 
the police powers. Now regarding the 
freedom of speech Dr. Neal insists 
upon, Mr. Scopes might have taken 
his stand on the street corners and 
expounded until he became hoarse, anc 
we could not intérfere with him, but 
he cannot go into the public schoois 
or a school house which is controlled 
by the legislature and supported by 
the public funds of the state and teach 
this theory. Under the exercise of 
the police power, we should have 
a right to object to it. The legislature 
has a right to control that.

Nashville, Tenn., July 13—([Special]

“Our history 
is a continuous rejection of their Day- 
ton conclusions. They disclosed their 
old shortcomings—a failure al] the 
more incongruous because they became 
saturated with the obsolete ideology of 
their kind, but, fanmcying themselves 
champions of a realistic view of. the 
universe opposed to the backwoods 
ideology of the natives. 

Their comment also disclosed that 
they know no more of the intellectual 


they know of east Tennessee. 

No man who has really caught thé. 
revelations- of organic evolution and, 
modern genetics could adopt a super. | 
cillious attitude toward the rugged and | 
youthful people of the east Tennessee 
hills and valleys, for the law of evolu- | 
tion has already assigned to them and’ 
their kind, as well as to the big boned 
folk back of the yards, at Gary, Ham- 
mond, and their like, the future of 
America. 

Legatees of Destiny. 

They are the legatees of destiny— 
those rangy men, fruitful women, with 
babies tumbling about their skirts, 
those barelegged boys and full bosomed 
girls are of the stuff from which emi- 
pires are forged. Look at them and. 
hear the tread of future armies, the 
din of unborn cities. It seems to have 
been forgotten in recent discussion, but 
every biologist knows that evolution 
works both ways—up to the eagle or 
down to the parasite.- 

The dapper intellectual who fails to 
reproduce himself has no future. The 
world belongs to men who multiply. 
In the varied types that walked its 
streets last week itself was first class 
evidence in defense of Scopes. An ex- 
hibit in itself for the truth of evolution.

While a funeral cortége wound its 
way to Holy Sepulchre cemetery yes- 
terday bearing the body of Madeline 
White to its last resting place, Ray- 
mond Costello, 24 year old south side 
youth, was being formally charged 
with the girl’s murder. 

Shortly before the formal murder 
charge, holding Costello to the grand 
jury without bail, was made at Engle- 
wood station by Capt. Michael Lee, 
Costello had been denied freedom on a 
habeas corpus writ sworn before Judge 
John J. Sullivan in Criminal court. 


" Judge Sullivan had agreed to give the 


police until this morning to investigate 
further. 

Should Municipal Judge Jacobs, in 
Grand Crossing court, today sustain 
the charge, a fight to obtain bail for 
the youth will be made by his counsel, 
Jay J.. McCarthy. 

Admitted Part in Crime. 

But Capt. Lee took a different view. 
He pointed out that Costello, who was 
paroled from Pontiac reformatory in 
Nov., 1924, partially admitted implica- 
tion in the strangling to death of the 
young girl at the time of his arrest. 

“We know Costello was with Made- 
line on Thursday night, seven hours 
before her mutilated body was found,” 
said the captain. “So far as is known 
only Costello and his friend, also but 
recently paroled from Pontiac, were 
with the girl all night.- 

“We also know that Costello pos- 
sesses a number of handkerchiefs 
identical with the one used by the 
murderer to atifie the cries that would 
have possibly meant detection. 

“It all seems very clear to us. We 
are confident it was Costello, and 
Costello alone, who ruthlessly, at- 
tacked, outraged, and then brutally 
strangled this young girl to death.”

Give about 4 ounces. It should be at about 
60 degrees. This will be an experiment. It 
wil do no harm and may help.

Commissioner Sprague came for- 
ward with an amended program yes- 
terday. His original plan was both to 
meter and filter the water. He ex- 
plained yesterday that would involve 
$12,000,000 for meters, $30,000,000 for 
filters, and $11,500( for water certifi- 
cates issued and to be issued—a total 
of $53,500,000.

Also Ask New Option on 
Vender Companies. 


Codperative marketing of grain will 


‘continue under the name of the Grain 


Marketing company, the $26,000,000 or- 
ganization which decided upon a disso- 
lution a few days ago, according to a 
decision of directors yesterday. 

The properties involved will! be re- 
turned to the four old line grain com- 
panies which merged to form the co- 
operative company. However, the di- 
rectors requested an option for one 
year, allowing the Grain Marketing 
company to purchase the properties 
outright within the next twelve 
months. 


Has Verbal Approval. 


Gray Silver, president of the codéper- 
ative, indicated that he had received 
verbal approval of the plan from off 
cers of the vendor companies, whose 
properties are to be returned to them. 
The vendor companies were informed 
that the option requested. did not con- 
template joint operation in handling 
grain, but merely the right to purchase 
in one year. 

The joint contract between the com- 
pany and the vendors expires on July 
28, and a statement issued at the close 
of the meeting said the codperative 
company is unable to comply with a 
$4,000,000 payment at that time. 


Farmers Willing to Help. 


Farmers in Nebraska, it is said, are 
willing to start a move among farm 
bureau members for the purpose of 
raising money to keep the Grain Mar- 
keting company alive through some 
reorganization plan. 

The codperative marketing plan has 
been proven successful, according to 
the statement, but “one year was too 
short a time in which to get an enter- 
prise of such magnitude to the 
farmer.”
